TUTICORIN PORT EMPLOYEES (TEM¬ 
PORARY SERVICE) THJLRCf AMENDMENT 
REGULATIONS, 1991 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 
of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963) the 
Board of Trustees of the Tuticorin Port hereby makes 
the following Regulations further to amend the Tuti¬ 
corin Port Employees (Temporary Sendee) Regulations, 
1979, [published as GSR 99(E) in the Gazette of Inida 
Extraordinary, dated the 1st March, 1979] namely:-—

(ii) in clause (a) of sub-regulation (1) the 

words Vho is not in quasi-permanent ser¬ 
vice’ shall be deleted. 

(5) In Regulation 6 of the said Regulations the 

words “who is not in quasi-permanent ser¬ 
vice” shall be deleted. 
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(6) Regulations 7 and 8 of the said Regulations 
shall be deleted. 

(7) In Regulation 9 of the said Regulations : — 

(i) in clause (b) of sub-regulation (1) — 

(i) the words “subject to the condition that tile 

service rendered by the employee concern¬ 
ed being held by the authority compe¬ 
tent to appoint him to be satisfactory” 
shall be deleted. 

(ii) the first and second proviso shall be delet¬ 

ed. 

(hi) the vvord “also” occurring the third 
proviso shall be deleted. 

(ii) The following shall be added as clause (1-R) 

namely .— 

"1 ) Li the case of temporary 

employee who retires from service on attain¬ 
ing the age of superannuation or on his be¬ 
ing declared to be permanently incapacita¬ 
ted for further service by the appropriate 
medical authority after he has rendered 
temporary service of not less lanh ten years 
or who has sought voluntary retirement by 
giving three months notice in writing on 
completion of 20 years, provisions of sub- 
regulation (1) shah nor. apply and in acorfi¬ 
ance wi'h the provisions of the Central 
Civil Services (Pension) Rules, 1972, adap- 
cd by the Tuticorin Port Trust (Adaptation 
of Rules) Regulations, 1979:— 

(1) such an employee shall be eligible for the> 

grant of superannuation, invalid or retir¬ 
ing pension as the case may be and retire- 
met gratuity and 

(ii) in the even: ol his death after retirement 
the members of his family shall be eligible 
lor the grant of family pension. 

(iii) For Sub-rogulation (2) and the proviso there¬ 

under the following shall be substituted 
namely.. 

(2) In the event of the death of a temporary 

employee while in service, his family shall 
be eligible for family pension and death gra¬ 
tuity at the same scale and under the same 
provisions as are applicable to permanent 
employees under the Central Civil Services 
(Pension) Rules, 1972, adapted by the Tuti¬ 
corin Port Trust (Adaptation of Rules) 
Regulations, 1979. 

(iv) In sub-regulation (3) the following provisos 

shall be inserted namely .— 

“Provided that a temporary employee who 
resigned from service to take up with 
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prior permi..! ion an appointment under a 
Corporation or a Company wholly or sub¬ 
stantially owned or controlled by the Go- 
verment or in or injder a Body controlled 
or financed by Government shall be paid 
terminal gratuity at the date prescribed 
under sub-regulation (1) in respec: of the 
service rendered by him under the Board.” 

“Provided further that a temporary employee 
who has been absorbed in the Central 
Autonomous Body with the permission of 
the Compei.cn authority shall have an op¬ 
tion to count the sendee rendered under 
the Board lor the purpose of pension 
under the autonomous body if it has a 
pension scheme ins'Cad of drawing the 
luminal gratuity under the first proviso”. 

Explanation :— 

For the put pose of this sub-regulation— 

(i) ‘Central Autonomous body’ means a body 
which is financed wholly or substantially 
from cess or Central Government grants 
and includes a Central statutory body or a 
Central University but does not include a 
public undertaking falling under the pur¬ 
view of the Bureau 1 of Public Enterprises. 

(ii) ‘financed substantially’ means that more than 

50 per cent of the expenditure is met by 
Cess or Central Government grants. 

(v) for Sub-regulation (6) tc following shall bt 
substituted— 

“For the purpose of this Regulation 

(a) gratuity shall be calculated on the basis of 

pay which the employee was’ receiving 
iinmedia cly before the retirement or on 
the date of his death. 

(b) pay shall mean pay as defined in Funda¬ 

mental Rule 9(21)(a)(j) 

(c) Period of extraordinary leave if any avail¬ 

ed of by the employee concerned shall be 
taken into account lor computing the com¬ 
pleted service on the same basis as it is. 
taken into account for the purpose of cal¬ 
culation of pension and retirement gratu- 
ityjdcath gravity under Rulc-21 of the 
Central Civil Services (Pension) Rules, 
1972, adapted by the Tuticorin Port Trust 
(Adaptation of Rules) Regulations, 1979 
and 

id) an increment earned during the currency 
of earned leave not exceeding 120 days 
or during the first 120 days of earned leave 
exceeding 120 days expiring on the date 
of retirement though not actually drawn 
shul form part of the pay for purpose of 
calculating terminal death gratuity. 
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(8) Regulation 10 shall be deleted.
